MARKET  REVIEW 

On  June  5  the  Department  declared  a  further  deficit  of  100,  ODO  tons  in 
the  sugar  quota  of  Puerto.Rico  and  reallocated  an  equivalent  quantity 
to  western  hemisphere  quota  countries  which  have  additional  sugar 
available  for  exportation.  The  details  of  this  action. a rje.  described  in 
press  release  reproduced  herein  beginning  on  page  6. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  on  May  31  totaled  2,614,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  292,000  tons  more  than 
a  year  earlier  but  about  83,000  tons  less  than  on  April  30,  1969. 
Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  totaled  970,000  tons  ,or- ab^out  76 , 000  tons 
more  than  on  May  31  last  year  and  about  90,000  tons  more  than  a 
month  earlier.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,355,000  tons  were  about 
253,000  tons  more  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  131,000  tons 
less  than  at  the  end  of  April  1969. 

Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  U.S.  consumption  through 
June  14  were  reported  as  4,392,000  short  tons,  raw  value ,  compared 
with  4,465,000  tons  during  the  same  period  last  year.  Cane  sugar 
refiners  distributed  3,090,000  tons,  or  70  percent  of  the  total  this 
year  compared  with  3,268,000  tons,  or  73  percent  last  year.  Beet 
sugar  sales  were  reported  as  1,222,000  tons  or  28  percent  of  the  total 
compared  with  1,094,000  tons  , or  25  percent  for  . the  comparable"  period 
last  year . 

Regionally,  refined  sugar  deliveries  during  the  period  January  -  April 
1969  were  3.3  percent  less  than  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Deer  eases  occur  red  in  three  of  the  five  regions  with  the  North  Central 
region  down  the  most  --6.3  percent,  followed  by  the  W&st ,  down  \6 .  1 
percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  down  2.8  percent.  Regions  with 
increases  were  New  Englctnd,  up  3.3  percent  and  the  South,  up  0.2 
percent. 

Individually,  29  states  received  less  sugar  in  the  first  four  months  of 
1969  than  in  those  months  of  1968,  18  received  more  sug^-r,  and 
three  about  the  same.  Illinois  and  California  had  the  largest 
decreases,  down  965,000  and  519>000  hundredweight,  respectively, 
while  Florida  and  Georgia  were  the  only  states  with  increases  of  more 
than  100,000  hundredweight. 
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By  types  of  users,  the  year  to  year  changes  in  deliveries  were  also 
marked.  During  the  first  quarter,  industrial  non-food  products 
manufacturers  received  12  percent  more  sugar,  canners  and 
preservers  as  well  as  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  about  five 
percent  more,  while  retail  grocers  received  about  11  percent  less, 
confectioners  about  eight  percent  less,  and  bakers  about  five  percent 
less.  Changes  in  deliveries  to  other  major  categories  of  industrial 
and  non- industrial  users  were  less  significant.  First  quarter  1969 
deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  as  a  group  were  below  those  of  1968  by 
about  3.5  percent  and  to  non-industrial  type  buyers  were  lower  by 
5 . 4  percent . 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  were  larger  during 
January-March  1969  than  during  these  months  of  1968.  Liquid  cane 
sugar  deliveries  were  larger  in  1969  to  six  of  the  seven  industrial 
and  three  o^_  the  four  non-industrial  type  users,  while  liquid  beet 
sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  four  jndustrial  and  two  non- industrial 
type  users  . 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50 
pounds)  were  smaller  during  the  first  quarter  of  1969  than  in  the 
comparable  quarter  of  1968.  Deliveries  of  both  beet  and  cane  sugar 
in  consumer- size  packages  were  down  reflecting  the  decline  in  sugar 
deliveries  to  retail  stores  discussed  earlier.  First  quarter  1969 
deliveries  of  sugar  in  bulk  were  less  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  1968- 
an  increase  of  four  percent  in  the  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  was 
more  than  off  set  by  anil  per  cent  decline  in  the  deliveries  of  bulk  cane 
sugar.  Dextrose  deliveries  declined  0.5  percent  from  the  first  quarter 
of  last  year . 

Since  the  last  issue  there  have  been  several  announcements  of  price 
changes  affecting  the  wholesale  price  of  sugar  in  the  several 
geographic  regions.  On  May  15,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that 
in  the  California,  Reno  and  Las  Vegas,  Nevada  sales  territory  the 
allowance  of  .  1 5  cent  per  pound  on  sales  of  industrial  products  would 
be  terminated  at  the  end  of  June  and  that  starting  July  1  all  indus- 
trial products  would  be  invoiced  at  the  quoted  price  of  10.25  cents 
per  pound.  On  June  7,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  quoted 
prices  for  industrial  sugar  products  in  the  Gulf  sales  territory  -would 
be  advanced  .10  cent  per  pound,  from  10.65  cents  to  10.75  cents, 
effective  close  of  business  June  27.  The  announcement  noted,  however, 
that  contracts  for  shipment  during  the  period  June  28  through  August 
8  would  be  considered  at  10.40  cents  per  pound,   and    for  shipment 
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during  the  period  August  11  through  September  30  at  10.50  cents, 
pro.vided  such  contracts  are  submitted  by  close  of  business  June  27. 

A  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  on  June  9  that  effective  close  of 
business  June  27  in  the  Chicago-West  sales  territory  the  direct 
shipping  allowance  of  .10  cent  per  pound  would  be  withdrawn.  Other 
sellers  followed  with  similar  announcements.  As  of  June  20  the 
following  were  the  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis 
pack-100  pound  paper  bags:

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  April  was  12.30  cents  per  pound,  up  from  12.28 
cents  in  March  and  12.18  cents  in  April  of  last  year.  For  the  period 
January- April  1969  the  retail  price  averaged  12.24  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  12.15  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  reported  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged 
7.82  cents  per  pound  during  May,  compared  with  7.80  cents  during 
April  and  7.48  cents  during  May  of  last  year.  For  the  first  five 
months  of  1969,  the  spot  price,  averaged  7  .  7  5  cents  per  pound  compared 
with  7.41  cents  during  January-May,  1968.  From  April  24  through 
June  10,  the  quotation  was  7.82  cents  per  pound  and  on  "June  11 
declined  to  7.7  5  cents.  On  June  20  the  quotation  was  7.75  cents  per 
pound  and  for  the  period  June  1-20  averaged  7.78  cents  compared  with 
"7 'SI  cents  per.  pound  during  this  period  last  year. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  continues  to  lag.  Extra- 
ordinarily rainy  weather  during  harvest  has  resulted  in  trashy  cane 
which  has  reduced  the  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane.  ThroUgh  J un-e^  8, 
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sugar  production  totaled  439,000  tons,  96  basis  compared  with 
606,000  tons  during  the  comparable  period  last  yearr  ;  The  yield  of 
sugar  per  ton  of  cane  this  year  has  averaged  8.469  percent,  compared 
with  9  . 784  per  cent  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Present  indications 
are  that  considerable  quantities  of  caine  originally  scheduled  for 
harvest  this  year  will  be  carried  over  andharvested  as  part  of  next 
year's  crop. 

In  Hawaii,  the  sugarcane  harvest  was  interrupted  by  a  strike  which 
closed  23  of  the  sugar  plantations  for  30  days,  during  February  and 
March.  Production  through  June  7  totaled  384,000  tons,  96  basis, 
compared  with  467,000  tons  through  the  comparable  date  last  year. 
Some  gains  in  production  were  made  on  the  last  year's  rate  during  the 
past  month.  Present  harvesting  schedules  indicate  an  accelerated 
rate  during  the  balance  of  the  year  so  that  most  of  the  lag  should  be 
made  up  by  year-end. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil,  as  established  by  the  Spot 
Committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged 
3.78  cents  per  pound  during  May  compared  with  1.98  cents  during 
May  of  last  year  and  3.48  cents  per  pound  for  the  first  five  months  of 
1969.  During  the  same  months  last  year  the  quotation  averaged  2.02 
cents  per  pound.  On  June  2,  the  quotation  was  3.90  cents,  declined  to 
3.80  cents  on  June  3,  rose  to  4.08  cents  on  June  13,  a  high  for  the 
year,  aiter  which  the  quotation  declined  to  4.0  5  cents  on  June  17  and 
to  4.00  cents  per  pound  on  June  19.  On  June  20  the  price  of  world 
sugar  was  quoted  as  4.00  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  p-eriod  June  1-20 
averaged  3.97  cents,  compared  with  1.77  cents  for  the  same  period 
last  year.  On  June  20,  futures  contracts  for  World  sugar  quoted  on 
the  New  York  Coffee  andSugar  Exchange  ranged  from  3.95  cents  per 
pound  for  March  or  May  1970  delivery  to  4.06/07  cents  for  September 
1969  delivery.  The  current  trading  month  has  been  several  points 
higher  than  the  next  several  succeeding  months  since  May  14  and  has 
exceeded  all  of  the  succeeding   trading  months  since  June  16. 

Reports  from  Europe  indicate  that  yields  of  sugarbeets  this  year  from 
about  the  same  acreage  as  last  year  are  not  likely  to  be  higher  than 
last  year.  It  would  appear  that  the  usual  annual  world  increase  in 
consumption  for  the  1969-70  cropyearwill  have  to  come  from  larger 
sugarcane  crops  or  from  s om e  depletion  of  sugar  inventories . 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1969  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Puerto  Rican  Sugar  Deficit  Reallocated: 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  5,  1969>  declared 
an  additional  deficit  of  100,000  tons  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto 
Rico . 

Together  with  earlier  determined  quantities  of  700,000  tons,  the 
deficit  in  the  1969  quota  for  Puerto  Rico  now  amounts  to  800,000 
tons.  The  harvesting  season  in  Puerto  Rico  continues  to  be  marked  by 
extraordinarily  rainy  weather.  This  condition  has  not  only  impeded 
the  cutting  of  sugarcane,  but  has  caused  the  cut  sugarcane  to  be 
trashy,  which  has  reduced  the  yields  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane.  Har- 
vesting is  expected  to  continue  for  some  time  and  it  may  be  that 
Puerto  Rico  will  be  able  to  ship  to  the  mainland  more  than  the  tonnage 
which  now  remains  in  its  adjusted  quota.  In  that  event,  despite 
today's  action,  Puerto  Rico  retains  the  right  to  market  whatever 
sugar  it  is  able  to  ship. 

The  President  determined  on  May  23,  1969,  under  Section  204  of  the 
Sugar  Act  that  it  would  be  in  the  national  interest  to  assign  to  the 
Dominican  Republic  a  special  allocation  of  50,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  the  sugar  needed  to  replace  deficits  in  the  quotas  of  other 
areas  and  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  balance  of  such  deficits  . 

The  President's  decision  was  taken  in  accordance  with  .  the 
recommendation  of  the  Conference  Report  on  the  Sugar  Act  Amend- 
ments of  1965  that  he  use  his  authority  to  assign  deficits  to  provide 
additional  quota  for  the  Dominican  Republic  if  the  political  situation 
in  that  republic  warrants  such  action. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  Peru,  infor- 
mation available  to  the  Department  indicates  that  Haiti  will  not  be 
able  to  produce  sufficient  sugar  to  market  more  than  its  present 
quota.  Accordingly,  none  of  the  deficit  declared  in  this  action  has 
been  allocated  to  those  countries.

After  the  assignment  of  50,000  tons  of  the  Puerto  Rican  deficit 
declared  herein  to  the  Dominican  Republic,  the  balance  of  the  deficit 
of  50,000  tons  was  prorated  to  the  Dominican  Republic  and  the  other 
eligible  Western  hemisphere  countries  named  in  Section  202(c)(3)  (A) 
of  the  Act,  other  than  Peru  and  Haiti,  on  the  basis  of  quotas  in  effect 
prior  to  the  allocation  of  the  deficits. 

The  deficit,  its  prorations  and  revised  quotas  are  shown  in  the  table 
on  page  8 .
